Atlanta witnessed a triumphant re- 
turn Friday afternoon of the first ‘All- 
Georgia Air Tour” to the port from 
which it sailed four days ago, imbued 
with a desire to spread to the four 
corners of the state the message of 
every-day commercial aviation and its 
possibilities. 

As Mayor Ragsdale greeted the tour 
party at Candler field and congratu- 
lated the members for their education 
expedition, pilots and passengers of 
the aerial armada realized that every 
purpose for whieh the tour had been 
planned had been achieved. 

It was, essentially, a repetition of 
another Constitution-sponsored under- 
taking of more than twenty years ago. 
In that day, two decades gone, The 
Constitution led the first “All-Georgia 
Automobile Tour.” then, as now, lead- 
ing the state in its progress on trans- 
portation lines. 

Uncouhted - thousands of Georgians 
crowded 20 airports ta geet the planes 
during the four days just ended. Air- 
port after airport Was found improved 
and in good condition’ in preparatioti 
for, the squadron, @ permanent devel- 
opment for the advancement of avia- 
tion and the primary object of the 
tour.

CARBON MONOXIDE HEAD. 
d oe 

Add to the extended list of causes 
of headache mild carbon monoxide 
poisoning. 

You need not necessarily work in 
a garage, nor even play the lackwit 
by running your engine with the ga- 
rage door closed. You may inhale 
enough carbon monoxide in a street 
where the traffic is heavy and at a 
time when the air is heavy, too. In- 
deed, carbon monoxide headache is 
one of the blessings that accompany 
the march of civilization. Frontal 
headache is becoming almost as sus- 
picious, in the mind of the alert phy- 
sician, as is a noticeable pallor net 
associated with anemia. Frontal head- 
ache is the first signal in a Imrge ma- 
jority of cases of slight carbon mon- 
oxide gassing. 

Six men were exposed from four 
to seven hours daily over a period of 
GS days to air polluted with the ex- 
haust vapor of a gasoline engine, in 
order to determine what effect slight 
pollution of the air with carbon 
monoxide has upon persons so ex- 
posed. These tests were carried out 
primarily to get practical knowledge 
for use in planning the ventilation 
of vehicular tunnels. 

When the carbon monoxide was not 
more than two parts in 10,000 par.s 
of air, frontal headache began after 
three and one-half hours’ exposure, in 
some of the subjects. 

When the carbon monoxide was not 
more than four parts in 10,000 of air 
the frontal headache began in one 
and one-half hours in some of the sub- 
jects, and the examination of the 
blood of these subjects when the 
frontal headache began showed an av- 
erage of 20 per cent saturation with 
carbon monoxide. 

If the subjects exercised the fronta! 
headache came on earlier and there 
was an earlier saturation of the blood 
with the poison. 

There is one fairly simple chemical 
test for carbon monoxide in the blood. 
A drop of the blood from the ear lobe 
or a finger is diluted with three drops 
of distilled water which dissolves the 


red corpuscles and produces a clear 
| liquid. This clear liquid is mixed in 
'a test tube with three times its yol- 
lume of a 1 per cent solution of tan- 
‘nie acid in water. This mixttire is 
allowed to stand, 
hours it shows a precipitate. If the 
precipitate is brown the blood is nor- 
mal; if the precipitate is pinkish 
brown, the blood contains carbon

In your opinion, are the emo- 
tional and spectacular conversions 
which were so common a few 4 
years ago in certain types of re- ‘ 
vivalistic meetings permanent, 
and what elements are essential . 
in order to have lasting results 
from a religious revival? 

Revivals and revivalists are inclu- 
sive terms covering every sort of in 
tellectual and emotional disturbance. . 
None familiar with the facts will 
question the lasting benefit of such 
great religious movements as those of 
the apostolic age or of the thirteenth 
and eighteenth centuries. They are as 
secure in history as the theology of 
St. Augustine or of St. Thomas. 
Permanent spiritual awakenings have 
usually been preceded by an intel- 
lectual awakening. The prophetic cul 
ture of Israel flowered to perfection 
in Jesus. The wonderful results re- 
crded in the Acts of the Apostles 
were won in opposition to the learn- 
ing of Greece and Rome. The Renais- 
sance fathered the Reformation. Bis- 
hop Butler's weighty apologetie for 
revealed religion was the forerunner 
of the Wesleys’ evangelism. 

In the light of these events I can- 
not see how any moral or religious 
revival can prove permanently effec. 
tive if it is hampered by the denial 
of the assured results of knowledge 
or contradictory of the legitimate 
claims of reason. 

Faith is more than a rush of re- 
ligious emotion, more than a passing 
phase of spiritual excitement. It is 
nothing less than the divine energiz- 
ing of the will, the conscience and 
the affections toward God. Where 
converts relapse, their failure can he 
traced, as a rule, to the absence of 
the faith and the backgrounds above 
mentioned.

Declaring that virtually 100 per 
cent of the smuggling is by United 
States citizens in United States boats. 
he suggested in a statement published 
today that the most effective means 
of combatting the situation would be 


leaving the United States shore. 

If this were done, the Canadian 
government would be “‘quite ready to 
consider any further reasonable meas- 
ure of co-operation.” * 


“If Canadian citizens and Cana- 
dian boats engaged in the traffic,” he 
said, “the Canadian government 
would be prepared to enact legisla- 
tion dealing with the matter, but sure- 
ly some responsibility for the actions 
of their own citizens rests with the 
government of the United States.” 

He pointed out that all vessels leay- 
jing Canadian ports carrying merchan- 
dise, including liquor, must obtain 
clearances and that clearance to liquor 
boats cannot be refused except by. act 
of parliament. 

Tend to Corruption. 


He declared he opposed che enact- 
ment of such legislation as it would 


“As a matter of fact,” he said, “ac- 
cording to evidence from the United 
States enforcement officers them- 
selves only ,2 per cent to 5 per cent 
of the liquorin the United States 
comes from Canada. 


“If prohibition of clearances would 
stop tbis relatively small flow, it 
would make little material difference 
in the enforcement of prohibition is 
that country. But the refusal of 
clearances by Canada would not stop 
the traffic.

The Canadian 
law would then be violated if liquor- 
laden boats departed for the United 
seer without clearance and the duty 

be laid on the government of 
Conkda to maintain a largely aug- 
mented preventive force along the 
whole frontier to prevent and punish 
the violation of the new law, a law 
which, after all, which would only be 
enacted to assist in the enforcement 
of the law of a foreign country.” 

Canada Has Own Problem. 

The minister pointed out that. Can- 
ada already had a_ serious Mquor- 
smuggling problem on its hands along 
the Atlantic coast, 

“At a cost ot about one million 
dollars a year,” he said, “the depart- 
ment of national revenue maintains a 
fleet of nearly forty boats and scores 
of officers to prevent the smuggling 
of liquor into Canada, chiefly from 
the French islands of St. Pierre and 
Miquelon — possessions of. another 
‘friendly nation.’ It might be added 
that there is no prohibition of clear- 
ances from these islands nor from 
Great Britain.” 

He asserted recent special enforce- 
ment effofts by the United States 
government have resulted in a mark- 
ed reduction in liquor running, but 
added, “it must be apparent to every 
intelligent person that it is not hu- 
manly possible to entirely prevent fhe 
flow of liquor to a dry neighbor 
whose territory lies adjacent for 
thousands of miles.” 

“We are quite willing to keep 
Canadians out of the business of run- 
ning liquor to the United States,” he 
coneluded, “if the United States au- 
thorities will insist on clearances for 
their own. boats to enable them to 
check and control their own people 
people and the violation of the United 
States law they will probably have 
very effective remedy. Moreover, in 
that event, the Canadian government 
is quite ready to consider any further 
reasonable measure of cooperation 
with them.”

APPROPRIATION CUTS 
SEEN IN TAX REFUNDS 


Settlement of Cases Originat- 
ing Before 1922 Expected 
To Lower Budget Figure. 


—_— > - 


Washington, July 26.—(/)—Hope 
that settlement of cases originating 
before 1922 would bring a sharp de- 
erease in the annual appropriations 
necessary for tax refunds was held 
out today in a joint congressional coms 
mittee report on internal revenue tax- 
ation. 

Pointing to an average rate of set- 


tlement of $15,224,270 a month for 
the seven months between June 7 anil 
December 31, 1928, the committee said 
that 42 per cent of these refunds was 
due to provisions of law which have 
not been applicable since 1922. ‘Tax 
refund claims totalling $1,000,000.000 
are still on file with the bureau of 
internal revenue. 

Kighty-nine per cent of the refunds 
and credits reported te the committec. 
which passes upon those above $75.- 
QUO, were for the years preceding 1922, 
and it pointed to this as offering the 
“hope that with the final settlement 
of excess profits tax years, the an- 
nual amount required for the payment 
of taxes erroneously collected will be 
very substantially reduced.” 

The three provisions which the com- 
mittee said accounted for 42 per tent 
of the refunds were taxes on invested 
capital, special assessments and amor- 
tization. ‘These have not been in force 
since 1921. 

Valuations Troublesome. 


The report said “the most trouble- 
some provisions in our present revenue 
act are those necessitating the valua- 
tion of estates; the consolidation of 
returns for affiliated companies; the 
determination of depreciation, obsoles- 
cence,- and depletion; the valuation 
of inventories, and valuations for de- 
terinining gain and loss.” 

“It is evident,” it continued, “that 
the future simplification of the income 
tax law must of necessity rest largely 
on a more simple and definite meth- 
od of determining valuations and oth- 
er questions of judgment.” 

The report reviewed at length nu- 
merone settlements, including the $15.- 
752,000 United States Steel refund, 
and the $1,287,000 Aluminum Com- 
pany of America settlement, 


Affects Taxes. 


1,. H. Parker, chief of the bureau 
of investigation of the committee, said 
the method of determining the amount 
of invested capital which was involved 
in the United States Steel case not 
only affeeted the taxes of that com- 
pany for the years’ 1918 to 1920, but 
would arise in other important cases 
for the tax years involving invested 
capital returns.” 

He said the two general issues in- 
volved in the United States Steel re- 
fund were income adjustments and in- 
vested capital adjustments. Regard- 
ing the income adjustments, he re- 
ported he found the taxpayers con- 
ceded income items totaling $5,862,- 


000. and that .the government's total 
concession was $5, 000. 

Bc Aluminum Company of Ameri- 

ca case involved the consolidated ex- 
cess profits tax upon the various sub- 
sidiaries of the concern in 1917. As 
a result of an extended investigation 
of the case, certificates of overassess 
ment totaling $1,287,000 were granted 
to the aluminum company and five of 
its subsidiaries.

Hoover felt the act gave him author- 
ity to délay construction on the lo 
eruisers until June 3U, 1931, 
shortly thereafter Chairman Hale, ot 
the senate naval committee, said at 


‘ his home in Maine that-the chiet exec: 
-utive was “entirely in error” in this 


conclusion.

Coolidge Controversy. 

Mr. Coolidge urged congress to

Overriding the wishes of the then 
president, the house and senate en- 
acted a bill calling for the construc- 
tion of five cruisers a year for the 
next three years and sent the measure 
to the White Mwuse.

As placed upon the statute 
books, it said that only in the event 
of an international agreement being 
reached could construction be su» 
pended. 

President Hoover's position is that 
this did not preclude bim from de- 
laying until the close of the period 
named for starting all of the 10 
cruisers, the five proposed to be start- 
edi during the current fiscal year. To 
sustain his view this proviso of the 
act was cited at the White House: 

Clause Is Cited. 

“Provided that if the construction 
of any vessel herein authorized to be 
undertaken in the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1029, or 1930, is not under- 
taken in that fiscal. year, such con- 
struction may be undertaken in the 
next succeeding fiscal year.” 

Senator Hale said this proviso was 
placed in the bill not to permit delay 
but “to insure that if through any 
mischance it were found impossible 
to start the ships within the speci- 
fied time in the bill the authorization 
should not lapse, thereby defeating 
the purpose of the congress to build 
the full number of the 15 cruisers.” 

Should Hale initiate a move in con- 
gress to nullify the president’s action 
in postponing the beginning of con- 
struction, he would be opposed by 
the group which sought elimination 
of the time clause. Senator King, 
democrat, Utah, an opponent of the 
cruiser program, said today he was 
ready to introduce a_ resolution for 
congressional confirmation . of Mr.

OBIE ANNEXATION 


METHOD IS QUTLINED 


Extension Area Zoned for 


Referendum, Ragsdale 
Is Told. 


——— 


Expansion‘plans for the city of Mo- 
bile and the method of referendum to 
be used by that city were outlined 
Friday in a letter to Mayor I. N. 


Ragsdale from Leon Schwarz, former 
mayor of that city and at the present 
time one of the city commissioners. 


The proposed extension has been 
zoned into five districts, according to 
Mr. Schwarz's letter. Each of the 
sections will vote independently on 
whether they wish to be annexed. 
There. will be a general ballot in 
which all persons living in the outly- 
ing territory will cast ballots on 
whether they wish to be inducted in 
addition to the distriet ballot. 

In the event a majority of the votes 
cast. by the outlying residents fayor 
annexation, all the territory will be 
annexed even if any one of the sections 
vote not to be inducted. In case there 
is not a majority of votes cast favor- 
ing annexation throughout the terri- 
tory and any one district votes in 
favor of annexation, then the section 
or sections thus-favoring annexation 
shall be inducted. 


Mayor Ragsdale Friday afternoon 
wired Mr. Schwarz for a copy of the 
bill carrying the referendum provisions 
in it in order that Atlantans and 
those interested in the proposed ex- 
tension of Atlanta's city limits may 
have the benefit of its contents In per- 
fecting merger plans for Atlanta. 

Text of Mr. Schwarz’s letter to Mr. 
Ragsdale follows: 

“Hon. I. N. Ragsdale, 
City of Atlanta, 
“Atlanta, Ga. 

“Dear Mr. Mayor: 

“Referring to my conversation with 
you, and your letter of the 23d with 
reference to same, beg to say that in 
the territory which we are seeking 
to annex to the city of Mobile, there 
are parts which represent different 
interests and different types of people. 
Therefore, we decided on the plan of 
zoning the wanted territory into four 
different sections. Then, in the elec- 
tion to be held, there wigs be two hal- 
lots: (five in all) Ballot No. 1 will be 
a general one for all voters in the 
outlying territory to vote whether to 
come in or not. Then there will be 
four other ballots, one for each sec- 
tion and the yoters of -each section 
will vote independently as to whether 
its zoned territory should come in or 
not, 

“Should a majority of the voters 
vote favorably in the general ballot, 
we will get all the territory even 
though one or more of the separate 
sections vote not to come in. On the 
other hand, should a majority vote in 
the general balloting not to come in, 
and one or more sections vote inde- 
pendently to come in, we will still get 
such as vote to come in, Our spe- 
cial purpose in using this plan is be- 
cause we feel quite sure about get- 
ting one or two of the zoned sections, 
at least, and we did not want to 
lose those sections because the vote 
as a whole might be unfavorable. 

“The above plan is meeting with 
much approval in the outlying terri- 
tory. and we are hopeful of getting 
all four of the zoned sections, but in 
any event we feel quite sure that we 
will not lose the whole as we might 
do with a vote on the entire territofy 
as a unit, 

“IT enjoyed my call on your and 
other departments of your city gov- 
ernment. Atlanta is a great city full 
of splendid people, and all southern- 
ers (Birmingham people, toe) are very 
proud of it. 

“T hope vou will come and visit the 
historic city of Mobile some time.
